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what trouble I waghke to have, what berweene the Hol- 
hnders fofrheir men, & the proteRor for the [auan. The 
next morning [ ſent for the Sabynaares {laue, who when he 
camezatthe firſt deny:d all that he knew, ſaying he faw no- 
thing ofthe matter: but being vrged-co ſpeake-the trueth, 
he kneeled downe defiting vs tobe good to himyand hee 
would tell thetructh; who preſently rold the manner how 
our Mullato came-. ro . he Flemming, and fieftckild him, 
and then his countryman and after how he perſued him. 
Then we demaunded of our Mullato whether he had(ſlaine 
them all or no?wko confeſſed he had don all three mur- 
thers, the which we were yery fory to heare; for if hee 
had flaine no more but the /axax,he ſhould not haue dy- 
ed for that. All this while he continued in a carelefſe and 
reprobate ſence, ſetting his fact and death very light,the 

ollanders * would haue executed him preſently , but I 

1d not fuffer them, yacill I had: ſpoken with the 

ProteRor: for 1 knew' not then how I ſhould agree with 
him for the [av4n, only this 1 knew, that money he tuſt 


| and would haue: but if I had found hinttoo vnreaſonas 


ble, [meant to haue delivered the priſoner into bis hands, 
and to haue let the Hollanders and them” agree about 
the matter : the Hellanders thinking every houre tenne 
till they had his bloud,came apaine ar noone to our houſe;

landers that were ilaine,; nor with our lawes, wherefore 


| for them wee might agree among ourelues, bur for the 


lanar, this King muſt, and would haue moncy: and ſtood a 
long time vpon fyfty Ryalls: I faid that rather then I would 
give'ſo much, I would deliuer the partie to himy ſo hee 
ſhould have man for man, and he might ſaue his lifeifhe 
would, bur I meant icnot, when1 ſaw his firſt demaund 
was bur fyftie Ryalls: for he. kvowing our houſe ſo well, 
might afterwazds hate been drawn todo vs a myſchief. The 
principall Merchants of the Hollander: hearing me talke of 
ſauing his lifezbegan to rage and: to ſweare hee ſhould dy, 


if there weare no more men in the world: ro which per&:. 


tory ſpeach \, Ianſwered, that it lay.not in them to put 
himto death, if T liſt co ſauc him; and were ir not that the 
deede was ſo oftious before God,and Hſermand that I fea #

red the bloud of thoſe Chriſtians that were murthered , 


would cry to God,from the earth for vengeance againitmes 
1 would fauc his lifegif1t were butto croſle their humors, 
onely for their perttorie ſpeaches. The Protefor hearing ys 
at theſe hot words, feared wee weuld haue gone by the 
eares: wherefore preſently he ſent away the King,and alſo 
tould ys he had much bufinefle defiring vs to make an end, 
he ſaid that ewentie Ryalls was the lawes of the country, 
which wee mult and ſhould pay, and fo he roſe and de- 
parted; I dare ſay, hee was afraid wee weuld haue cut his 
throatz for hee tooke vs all to be bloody fellows. The Hols 


Janders would haue paid the twentie Ryalls , and would 


hauc had the executing of him: I told them no,rather the 
hee ſhould fall into their hands, I would pay the money 


out of my owne purſe, As wee came from the court, they 


wcre 
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were talking of his death , ſaying hee ſhould haue the 
bones of his legs and armes broken,'and ſo he ſhould lye 
 anddye, or clic haue his feete and hands cut off, and fo 
yye and Rtaruero death:burT faid he ſhould dye the ordys 
nary death of the country,& no other.

home, Euery morning the Kings Guard, which was both 


of Shot and Pikes, was placed without the ray!es round 


about the pageant, being commonly in number about 
©. men, but ſome principall dayesot ſhowes there was 
ypwardsof 600. the which were placed in-Files, accor- 
ding to our Marſhall diffipline 7 but in marching wee 
doe much differ. For whereas wee commonly march three, 
five, feuen or nine : they ncuer goe but one, and ſo follow 
one another ſo cloſe as theycan , beating their Pikes vp= 
right. Asfor ſhot, they haue not beene ved vnto; their 
drummes arc huge pannes, made of a mettell called Tom- 
bago , whichmake a moſt helliſh ſound, They hae alto 
their Colours and Companies ſutable , but their Standard 
and Enfgnes are not like ours: their Enſigne Raffe is very 
high, bending compaſle ar the top, like the end of a long 
bow, but the colours on it arc hardly a yeard in breadrh, 
hanging downe from the top, with along pendant. 

- The firltday,being the greateſt day of ſhow , there was 
ceitaine Forts made of Canes and other traſh, ſer vp be= 
_ forethe Kings Pageant, wherein was certaine companies 

of /axars, placed to defend them , and other companies 
were appointed to aſſault then: : and many times the af» 
faulcants would fire them.. FI 21 

| Now:a wordor two, in what manner the King: was 
brought outeuery day , and what ſhowes were preſented 
| before him. Alwayes alittle afore-the ſhowes came, the 
King was brought out vpon a mans ſhoulders, beftriding 
his necke,and.the man holding his legs betore him , and 


had many rich treaſures caried ouer and round about him. . 


Bur } ſhould haue ſpake before of his prin: ipall Guard, 
that came our beforehim, and was placed io the Rayles 


round abeurt the Pageant. After the King came out, a 


number of che principall of the land which gaue their at- 


rendance ypon the King : and as it ſhould ſeeme, they had 
L theix 
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their dayes and times appointed them, The ſhowes that 
were bicught, came in this maner. Firſt a crue of ſhot be- 
ing ledde by ſome Gentleman ſlaue , after followed the 
Pikes, inthe middle of which was carricd thcir colours, 
and alſo the muſicke, which was ten ortwelue patines of 
Tombaga carried vpon a coulſtaffte betweene two, thele 
were tunable , and every one a note aboue another : al- 
wayes two went by them, which were skiltull in their 
countrey mulicke , andplaied on rhem, hauing things in 
their hands of purpoſe to ſtrike them, Alſo they had other 
kind of muſick, which went both atore and after,but theſe 
pannes arc the principall. After the Pikes followed a crue 
of Targetters with Darts,then was brought in many ſorts 
of trees with their fruit growing vpon them:then followed 
many ſorts of beits and foules both aliue, and allo ſo arti- 
ficially made, that except one had beene neere , they were 
not to be diſcerned from thole that were aliue. After this 
followed a crue attired like Maskers , which before the 
King did daunce, vault, and ſhow many ſtrange kind of 
tumbling trickes: oftheſe there was both mer and women. 
Afterall thete followed ſometimes two hundreth, ſome- 
times three hundreth women, allcarrying Preſents, onely 
ateuery tenth woman there went one old motherly wo- 
man ſouldier to keepe them inorder which carried no- 
thing. Theſepreſents were of Rice and Cſhes , the which 
was laid ih frames made of ſplit canes,curioufly ſer outfor 
ſhow, with painred and gilded papers, burthe Preſent ir 
ſelfe was not comn only worth aboue twelue pence, or 
thereabouts'.. After them followed their rich Preſents, 
which was commonly a faire tucke , and ſome faire cloth 
of their owne countrey faſhion, being curiouſly wrought: 
andg ldedor embrodered with geld for the Kings owne 
wearing, the which was carried alſo by women, hauing 
rwo Pikes borne ypright before them. Alſo euery Preſent 
which was for the Kings wearing, bad a rich tier alſo 
borne ouerit: Laſt ofall followed the heireto that party 

which 
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which ſent the preſencs, which is their youngeſt ſonne, if 


they have any, being very richly attired after the countrey 
manner: with many iewels about their armes and mid- 
dles, of Gold Dia:T.onds , Rubis , and other ſlones ; ha- 
uing alſo rich treaſures borne ouer them. A number of 
men and women attending on' thera. *After hehath done 
his obayſance tothe King,he ſits downe vpcna mar being 
layd-yponthe ground ; which is their order in general] - 


the preſents are all borne by the Kings Pageaat into the ' 


Court,where there are ſome officers appointed to receiue 
them, Afeer all which paſt, one within the Kings Page- 
ant ſpeakes out of the Diels mouth, and commaunds i= 
lence in the Kings name. Then begins the chieleſft of the 
Reuels and Muſicke, and now and then the ſhot diſchar- 


getha volley. Alſothe Pikemen & Targetters with darts, | 


doc ſhow all there feats of armes - the ſhot is very vn- 
Skilfull, bur the Pikes and Targets are very cxpert, and 
alwayes when they come to charge their enemie, they 
come towards him dauncing, becauſe his aduerſarie 
ſhould haue no fteddy aime to throw his dart, ormake a 
thruſt at him. Likewiſe, amongſt ſome of theſe ſhowes, 
there came in /ankes ſayling artihcially made, being loa- 
den with Caſhes and Rice, Allo in theſe were fhgnift- 
cations of Hifſtoricall matters of former times, both of the 
old Teſtament , and of Cronicle matters of the countrey 
and Kings of /aua. All th eſe inventions the /awanshaue 
bene tavghtin former times by the (hyneſes, or atleſtthe 
mott part of them : for they themlclues are but blocke- 
heads, and ſome they haue learned by Goſſarats , Tarkes, 
and other nations which come thither to trade. © 
Amongfts all others, we were to make a thow the beſt 
wecould: the which muſt bee vnderſtood, could not bee 
great, by reaſon of our ſmale number, yer it was preity, 
and fuch as they had not ſcene thelike before : the manner 
whereof 1 will declare,,We bought a very faire Pourigar- 
net tree, being full of fruite growing on it, both ripe and 


L 2 halfe 
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halfe ripe, ſome yong, and ſome budded + thus tree wee 
digged vp bythe roots, which wee ſer ina frame beeing 
madcof Rtanes or Carricke riſhes, ſomewhatlike a birds 
Cage, but vcry wyde : atthe roote of this wee we placed 
earth, and vpon that greene turfes, ſothat it ſtood as it it 
bad beene (t1}{ growing : yppon thele turfes wee put three 
Siluer-hear( Cornyes, which our vize-Admyrellhad giuca 
me *, And at the top, and round abouc ypon the bowes, 
we with thride made fat} a number of ſmale birds, which 
would cuer bee cherping, ſce thatthe tree was as it had 
beene growinp ; (prettic {trange beaſts,) chelike whereof 
they hadneuer ſcene(feeding about it,) full of faire fruite, 
and birdes i erily ſinging on the top ; likewife wee had 
foure very furious Serpents which the Chineſes there can 
make attitycially, vpon theſe wee hung the Cloth, which 
was for the kings one wearing, which were pieces curioul- 
ly wrovght and gilded after their faſhion: ſome other pic- 
ces of Stuffe their were alſo, which was for the King to 
beſtowe vppon ſome meaner of his followers, More we 
gaue him, cne faire Petronell damasked,a Caſe of Piſtols 
damasked, with veryfaire Caſes ſeuerally belonging to 
them, the which had great filke firings with taflels of 
Gould. Now wee had no women to carry theſe things, 
wh&refore we borrowed thirtie of the prettieſt boyes wee 
could get, and alſo twoo proper tall /auansto beare Pikes 
before them. Maifter Towerſon had a very pretty boye, 
a Chines ſonne, whoſe Father was alittle before ſlaine, by 
theiues, this youth we attyrd as gallant as the King:whom 
wee ſent to preſent theſe thinges and ro makea ſpeachto 
him, fignifying that if our number had beene equall to 
our good wils, we would have preſented his Maieſty with 
_ afarre better ſhow, than wee did; with many other com- 
ns. Q: | | 
, 'Vponthe 14. of July we ſent theſe things to the Court 
in this manner, formoſt went a Trumpercr, rhen ten 


Musketeeres, all very well furniſhed with their countryes 
S246 : ' colours; 
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colors : after which went foure Porters, bearing the Trees 


then followed the two Pikemen + after whont went the. 


boyes that bare the Petronell and Piſtols, next the beyes 
that bare the Serpents with the Kings cloth, over which 
were rich treaſures borne according to the order, Laſt 
followed the youth whichſhouldpreſent them, who had 
alſo a rich Canopy borne ouer him. Likewiſe ſeuen boyes 
ot his bigncſſe in ſurable lueries attending on} im, be- 
ſides diuers others of his ſchole-fcllowes which followed 
him for good will. 

The King and diuers oihers about him, tooke great de- 
lighc in the Connies. Alſo our men caricd ſome fier- 
workes with them, which were very delightfull to the 
young King and his playfellowes, bur the womecu cried 
out for tcare they would ſetthe Court on hier, aud ſome of 
the chiefe commaunded to fier no more: but Auguitme 
S:alden our interpreter, being a bould youth, ſaid, that if 


U 


the King bad him, hee wouid fter more whatſoever the 


 fayd - Theathe King brought them into a bricke Caflle, 
which was ucry darke,where they firedallthey had , and 


made the King and all his traine, very good ſport. 

Now a word or two of the King of /ackarra, who the 
18, of Iuly, came to preſent his ſhow before the King of 
Bantan, alſoto gue his preſent, and to doe his homage, 
the which was performed the 23. day. 

Inthis manner,in the mornin2earely,the King of Bax- 
ears Guard(which was on this day an extraordianry num- 


ber) were placed in files, their Pies fer vprightin the, 


ground, and theirſhorlying in order, every man fitting by 
his armes,being clothed in red coats. 

About eight aclocke, my /ſelfe with ſome orher of our 
Marchanrs, and men,went to fee this ſhow,and taking vp 
our ſtanding neere the Kings Pageant, the Kings Guard 
would often bid vs fit downe;but we would an{werethem 
they mult firſt bring vs a forme, tor indeed there is no Na- 


tion ſuffered ro ſtand inthe Kings, or any great amans pre» 
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ſence if they be necre them, but vs and the Hollanders,we 
were coinmaunded by the Officers to fit downe as well as 
the reſt : but we were to ſtour, knowing they had no ſuch 
Commiſſion to ftoope vnder thire yoke:bur for other Na- 
tions they would bring them,if they refuſed,although the 
groundand place where they ſhould fit, were neuer ſo dur- 
tie. Butthe [auars who cannot indure to have any ſtand 
ouer them, would remooue a good diſtance from vs, and 
many of the Kings Guard ferſooke their weapons, and 
would goe fit a farre off: neither can they indure that one 
| ſhouldlay his hand on their head, the which is not for any 
_ Point of Religion,as ſome will affirme, but onely ofnicere 
. Pride. Many times when Ihaue come into a ( hyneſſes 
houſe, where /anans hauei ſat in the floore. I fittin 
downeon acheſt as our order was , they haue all ſtart vp 
and ran out at dooresgthe Chyneſes would tell vs if any 0- 
othr Nation ſhould doe fo, but ys or the Holanders, they 
would {tab them, butthey durſt normeddle with vs : but 


.  nowto my former matter. 


About nine a clocke , the King was brought out inthe 
ſame maner, as I befgre haue mentioned fome ewo houres 
after the King of Tackarra came, having a guard of lome 
one hundrerh perſons about him,ſo foone as eucr he came 
 infight, the Kings Guatd all role vp, and cuery man pro- 

ued his weapon - the which wee had neuer ſeene before, 
when any ſhow came in:So that itſhould ſeeme,that there 
was great feare, not thar the King of [ackarra would offer 
any violence. But there was a number of other pery Kings, 
who had great troupes of men, the which Kings were his 
miortall enemic? Wherefore fearing they, might riſe a- 
gainſthim , we plainely perceiued the King of Banrams 
Guard had their charge to be ready to defend the King of 
of Zackatraif ſuch a matter ſhould happen. When he came 
neere the innermoſt file of the Kin -Guard » he couldnot 
pafſe to the King,but he muſt 6 go thorow aranke of 
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theſe perty kinps a Whom be knew , did moſtdeadly hare 
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him : wherefore tearing the cowardly ſtab which is vied 
amongſt that Nation , he began to looke very gaſtly and 
wildly on it, although heeis as ftour a manas any is in all 
thoſe parts - paſſethem he would not, but ſat downe vp- 
on alether that was laid on the ground , the which eue- 
ry Gentleman hath carried after him for the purpoſe. 
So ſoone as hee was ſer, hee ſent to the King to know if it 
were his pleaſure he ſhould come vnto him. Whereupon 
the King tcnt two of the principall noble men about him, 
ro condudt him to his preſence, who after the King of /ac= 
katra had done his obey{ance, the young Kingembraced 
him, and welcomed him according to the Countrey or- 
der. | 

After this was paſt,the King of /ackatraſat downe in a 
place appointedfor him: all chis while chere was ſome 0- 
ther pretty ſhowes preſented. Þ "Sits 

About twelue a clocke came his ſhow in preſence, the 
ſouldiers about 3co. in number, then followed ſo many 
women wich Caſhes and ſtrange foules, both alive andar- 
tificiall. Likewiſe there was brought in many ſtrange 
beaſts, both aliue, and alſoartificiall; amongſt which was 
one furious beaſt called by them a atchan. This beaſt 
is ſomewhat bigger then a Lion, and very princely to be= 
hold, if hee bee at hiberty , hee is ſpotted white andred, 


hauing many blacke ſtrokes, which came downe from the 


raines of his backe vnder his belly, Ihaue ſcene one of 
them iumpe at the leaſt eighteene foot by many mens eſti- 
mation for his prey « they do kill many people neere the 
towne of Bantan, | 
And many times , the King and all the Countrey goeth 
a hunting of them , not onely inthe daytime, bur mathe 
night ; This Matcher, whiehTnow ſpeake of, was ina 
great cage of wood, which was placed vpon truckes of old 
earriages, and being drawne in with Buffels, he w__ all 
the world like a traytor, on a hurdell,” There was drawne 
in, in fike manner a huge Gyant, which by our eftimarion 
Re mighc 
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might be ſome three hundreth foot in height, alſo a dincll 
came in, in like order. Mote there was drawne in,a Gar- 
den,hauing many ſorts of hearbs and floures init , inthe 
| nuddle of which garden was a fiſh pond , wherein was di-

tificially made. Amongſt cheſe rhings came in many Maſ- 
kers, Vauters, Tumblers,the which was very ſirangly & ſa- 
uage-like attired, which did daunce & ſhow many ſtrange 
_ featsbefore the King, There was drawnein likewiſe,a ve- 
ry faire bed-ſftead, whereon was afaire quilted beddealfo, 
ewelue boulfters and pillowes of filke , embrodered with 
goldat theend: thepoſtes of the bed-ſtead was very curi- 
ouliy carued and gilded with a faire Canopic wraught 
with gold. | | 
A number of other pritty coyes was brought in and 
preſented; ofthe whith Incither did, nor could rake view 
of, but onely ofthe principall. | 

Laſt of all came in his youngeſt ſonne, riding in a cha« 
 riot,thar it was drawne with Buffeles, which me thought 
was very vnſcemly. Indeed they baue but few horſes, the. 
which are ſmal nags,Ineuer ſaw any of them put todraw, 
but only to ride on, and to run alitle after the Barbarey fa» 
ſhioa (asI haue heard ſome Barbarey Merchants ſay,)the 
which exerciſe they v{ceuery Saturday towards cucning; 
except inthe time of Lent, which is a little before ours. 

The ſecond day after this ſhow was preſented, being: 
Fryday , and the Sabboth --the King was carried in his 
Pageant to Church , where he was circumſiſed. His Pas: 
geant was borne by many men: it was reported to me by 
theKingsnurſe,qoo. butIrhinke ſhe lycd; for me thought 
therecould not fland fo many vnderit. it ita 

The 24- ofluly , ourGenerall'came into the Road 
from Tarts, ſoloone 2s we deſcerned the ſhip, and ſaws * 
it was the Dragon, I tooke aPraw, and went aboard to: 
bid him welcome, who declared to me the daungers' thiey 
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had paſſed, and ſomewhat of the vnkindneſſe of the Efot- 
lenders,although he had ſaued ſomie of their liues,and that 
(though with great paines and travell) hee had gotten a 
_ good quantity of Clozes towards his !ading : wherefore 
after thankes to God, for his ſafe returne, with the newes 
of the Metuccas, Which I will leaue to the reports of 


thoſe that were there\certifying out Generall that I doub- 
ted not to prouide him\of the refi of his lading, 

The 24. day came in\the great Enchuſen of Holland 
from Tarnata , andthe King of Jacatra came to ſee our 
Generall. Ry Fo 

Tne1x. of Auguſt came in twofhips from Cambaia, 
who had taken great wealth from the Portingales, The 
fame day came in one ſhip from Tarnara. 

The 16. day came inthe Aſcenſion from Banda, 

" The 8.of September;the Dutch Merchants inuited our 


Generall and all his Merchits & Maſters toa feaſt, where 
there was preat cheere, and alſo great friendſhippe was 


made berweene vs. 

The x 5. day of September, two Dutch ſhips ſer faile for 
Holland, the one beeing a ſnaall ſhip , which had laden 
Pepper at Bantan, the other had taken in ſome Cloves at 
Tarnata, the reſt of her lading was of prize goods, which 
was taken out of the ſhips which came from Cambaia. 

The 21. day came in the Duch Admirall from Banda, 

T he 22.day our Generall ſent ſome of his Merchants to 
the Dutch houſe to bid |:im welcome. 

I muftnot leave out one matter which happened fince 
the coniming in of the Aſſention from B.nda, the which 
wasthis;There was certaine /auans which belonged vnto, 
two of the p:incipall men of that land next vnto the King 
who had fioIne nine Muskets and Calecuers out of the 
Aſtmions Goner roome, ſhortly after twoof them com- 
ming to ſicale more were taken by our people with: the 
manner, our Generall ſent me abord to examine them and 
to bring them aſhore: They — me they belonged to 
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great men, which were our very goodfriends, but Imil- 
truſting they did difcemble with me, bad chEconfeſle the 
' truth, & they ſhould fiad ſome fauour, then they contel- 
{cd truely whoſeflaues theywwere, and ſayd the. peeces 
were forth comming. bb 
Afccrth=y came aſhore,our Generall ſent the King and 
the PrateRtor word of it, and defirea hee might haue his 
peeces againe: the Prote&or ſent to the Matters of theſe 
two flaues for them, but they louing the Peeces berter the 
their men, fayd they had no Pceces but what they had 
bought with their mony, yetthey ſent toour Generall to 
defire him to deferretheir execution for a day or two, the 
which was granted, but becauſe the Maiſters were no 
great good willers to the King, the Protector in the Kings 
name ſent the executioner to put chem co death, with 2 
Guardof Pykes: when they came wo the place ofcxccutie. 
on, our Geaerall taking pitti of them, would haue giuen 
themtheir ljues, but the hangman ſayd their lives were in 
the Kings hands, and not in our Generals, whereforc be- 
cauſe the King had ſent him he would exccute them, and 
therewithall was going to oe his office. Ilceing him ſo

__ forward, fiept ro him and wunge his Cryſe out of his 


hand, ia the meane time Maifter Towerſor asked theritch 
{\hynes which was there with diuers other, if out Generall 
might not pardon them if hee pleaſed. Therich Chy- 
wes with a-very frowning countenace anſwered, wich thefe 
words z Bree anieane orybb mackan taye, appacarriz.a bree 
_ edup: The engliſhof which words for manners ſakc I will 
- omit, preſently afcer, this ſame farall officer 'difpatched. 
whart he camefor, which the twoo theeues very paſiently 
ſuffered as the mannor of all that Nation is, when they are 
bound to it,they do hold it the greateſt glory that can be, 
to Gie reſolucelie without avy ſhowe of feare, and ſurely 
ſo they do, in as careleſſe manner as it is poſhblefor fleſh 
andbloud. The experience of which 1 have ſcene by di- 
vers both den and Yomen, one would thinke theſe men

we had good helpe of our Aarryuars, who were many of 
them aſhore at chat time our houſe was preſerued, but the 
Datch houſe being to leewards, although they had ueuer 


ſo much helpe Is. not bee ſaued : The ypar worke of 


one of the principall houſes which did ioyneto their great 
houſe ART and the out houſes, wherein lay Cables, 
 Hallfers pickelied porke, and divers otherthings,where- 

| bythey ſuſtayned great lofle ; ſome that had ſerued five 
yeeres loſtall that they had gotten in thoſe parts,it ſhould 
{eeme they were abord theirfhips, when the fire hape- 
ned whereby they could not preſerue their one: Not long 
after this, butthe rowne on ourfide the way was twice fie- 
red by [axans in the night, which pur vs to great trouble 
In catrying & recarring our things, but by laboure of our 
AMarriners andthe Chyneſes it was quenched. Te 

- Thethird day of October our Generall made a feaſt 
for his farewell, wherunto hee jinuited the Datch- Adms- 
rall, with alſo all the reſt of his Captemes, Maiſters, and 


Marchants,where we were allexceeding merry, and great 


\ f:endfhippe was made be:weenevs, and I'pray God they 
may ſb! continue it which are there refident, forthey 
ſhalbe ſureto find daungers and troulbe inough beſides, 
| although nothing ſo much as we haue done before. And 
f we'do continue trade in'thoſe parts the tr muſt be a houſe 
buile fire-free wharſocuer it coſt: Andif we giue ouer our 
trade there, ir will purchaſe more infamy to our Nation 
in all thoſe parts and in Chyra, then cucr we haue hether- 
ro gained credit,for ic will be thoughr ofchem all that ei- 
ther pouerty is the cauſe, or thar we dare not come there 
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for feare of the Hollanders. I could aleage ſoine other rea- 

ons, but thole that are beſt able ro doe it, will nor bee 
taught by nic. The Hollenders haus an hope howloeuer 
they.came by ir,that we meanc to giue ouer our ng. 
the which they are not alitde proud, thiking to be lords of 
all thoſe parts whe we arc gqne. There happened quarrels 

berween them & vs, whilelt our Ships ridde in the rhoad,. 
which grue by che pride and Giſorder of the baſer ſort of 
the, who whe their drinke wasin,did not ſpare to come to 

our houſc in great troups, vſing ſome peremtory {peaches 

ro Our mien, & likewiſe huce ſome with their knives, where 

by we were forced twice or thrice to go by the cares with 

the, in which frayes the Hollanaers were beaten & perſucd 
to their one gates, many were wounded ſome of the leuing 
their armies, hauing cauſe co remember ir, ſo long as they. 
ſhall live, The 4. day of October our Generall being ac-' 
companyed with divers Marchans & ochers, went to.the 
Court to take his leaue of the King and his-nobles. 

The 6. day of October being ſunday about 10. a clocke 
our Generall withall that| was bound home went aboard, 
who going by the Datch-houſe went in,& tooke his leaue 
of the Durch-eAdmirall, and the reft of his Marchants, 
Alfo there went aboard with him Maifter Gabriel Tower 

fon, who was to ſtay for Agentthere, and ſome other 
Marchants, who after dinner ſome went aſhore, & ſome 

ſaied vnill the next day. Abour 3.a clocke we wayed an- 

ker & with ſome ordinance bidde the tone & the Datch 

ſhips farewell. About 12.or 13. a clock at night we came 

to an anker vnder an Iland, where the next day we took in

Ware-houſes is ſer a ſhed,being built vp with great Canes 
and thatched, and ſoine are built yp.with ſma{l timbers 
but the greateſt number with Canes onely. 

Of late yeares fince wee came thether, many menof 
wealth haue built their bouſesto the top allfice-free, of 
the which ſort of houſes, at our firſt comnnng there was 
bo more but the Sabindars houſe, and the rich Chana Mar- 
chants houſe, which neucrthelefle by meanes of their win- 
dowes and ſheds round about them, haue been conſumed 
with fire, | 

In this towne Rand the E»ghſh & Datch houſes, which 
are builtin theſame manner, onely chey are verie much 
bigger and higher chan the ordinarie houſes, andthe 
Dwutch-men of late (though with great coſt and trouble) 
haue builc one of their houſes (vp to the top all of bricke): 
fire-free, as they ſuppoſe. 

The King of this place isabſolute, and fance the depo- 
fing and death-of the late Emperour of Damacke, is held 
the principall King of that Lad. He vſeth-alway marſhall 
law vppon any offender whome hee is difpoſedro punith, 
More, tf any private mans wilt ,, or wiues bee taken with 

| diſhoneRty, 
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diſhoneftic, ſo that they haue good proofe of it,they have 
er in theirowne hands, to cauſe them preſentlyto be 
put to death, both man and woman, And for their ſlaues, 
they may execute them for any ſmall faulc,If che King ſend 
for any ſubicR or ſtanger, dwelling or being in his Domi- 
nions, if he ſend a man, the partie may refill eo cone, but 
if otice he ſend a woman, hee may not refuſe, nor make no 
excuſe. Morecouer, if any inferiour bodice haue a ſuit ro a 
mawof authoritie, if they coine not themſclues, ey al- 
wayes ſend a wonian, neither doe they eucr come or ſend, 
bur they prefent the party they ſue too with ſome preſent 
be tlicir ſuite never ſo ſmall. To euerie wife that a /anar:
